The gun clash came when Deputy 
Lopez went to the jail to take some 
of the prisoners out to breakfast. 
Martin and Joaps had escaped from 
their cells and were lying in wait | 
for the officer when he opened the 
jail door. Martin is declared to 
have fired twice at Lopez, the sec- 
ond shot making a superficial 
| wound in the abdomen, and Joaps 
is said to have kicked the Constable ‘ 
in the head. 

Running from the jail, the fugi- 
tives hid in underbrush about a 
quarter of a mile from the scene 
of the shooting. A posse was im- 
| mediately formed and the gunmen 

were surrounded. In the firing that 
followed Martin was shot through 
the left arm and he surrendered, as 
did Joaps.

and to the views of his late father. 

Unhappily, the behavior of Nich- 
olas II in this instance is only too 
characteristic of His Majesty, and, 
as Prince Mirski has remarked, his 
character is the source of all our 
misfortunes. A ruler who cannot 
be trusted, who approves today what 
he will reject tomorrow, is inca- 
pable of steering the ship of state 
into a quiet harbor. His outstand- 
ing failing is his lamentable lack of 
will power. Though benevolent and 
not unintelligent, this shortcoming 
disqualifies him totally as the un- 
limited autocratic ruler of the Rus- 
sian people. Poor, unhappy Em- 
peror! He was not born for the 
momentous historical role which 
fate has thrust upon him. 


THE KHODYNKA DISASTER. 


The coronation of Emperor Nich- 
olas II, which took place on May 
14 (Russian style), 1896, was marked 
by a sad and ominous occurence; 
nearly 2000 people perished on the 
Khodynka Field, in Moscow, where 
refreshments and amusements had 
been prepared for the populace. A 
few hours after the Khodynka dis- 
aster Their Majesties attended a con- 
cert conducted by the celebrated 
Safonov. I vividly recollect a brief 
conversation Which I had at that 
concert with the Chinese  pleni- 
potentiary Li-Hung-Chang, who was 
at that time in St. Petersburg on of- 
ficia] business.

Deprived of Them, Convicted

Recovered from a serious Illness

START DOWN RIVER SOON IN 
SMALL, BOAT TO SIZE UP 
IRBIGABLE LANDS, 


Arthur Powell Davis, director, 
and F. E,.Weymouth, chief engineer 
of the Reclamation Service, within 


a few days are to embark in @ small 
boat on the Colorado River at the 
lower end of the Grand Canyon, 
near the mouth of the Rie Virgen: 
and flaat down as far as the La 
guna Dam, above Yuma. They will 
pass through the narrow Black Can- 
yon and will have to shoot several 
rapids re reaching above Fort 
Mohave, the ordinary course of the 
stream, which thereafter for several 
hundred meanders mainly 
through alluvial formations. 

Rocky banks again will be 
reached in the vicinity of the mouth 
of Bill Willlams Fork, between To- 
pock and Parker.

Now. since the petrol ring hes 
suddenly put another 14 cents on 
the price of motor fuel, everybody 
has wakened to the fact that Er- 
gland has a trust after all. The 
newspapers openly speak of the pe- 
trol trust and e angry because 
the government fs seemingly power- 
less to deal with the menace. Great 
Britain does not like the trust era 
into which she has entered. Many 
industries are controlled by rings 
today. Yet though the common law 
does not allow anything in restraint 

f trade” there seems at present no 
remedy for monopolies. — 
WING CLIPPING. 

The action of the petrol trust may 
lead at last to a real attempt to clip 
the wings of the vested interests. 
During the war profits were regulat- 
ed by the state and profiteering was 
an offence. Centuries ago it was a 
crime under the old canon law, the 
law of the church, which was also 
the law of the land. No one was al- 
lowed Ao corner supplies and any 
plan to hold up the people's food 
to ransom was severely punished. 
Canon law has lapsed but this phase 
of it might well be reviewed. 

The Petrol Trust includes these 
four companies, the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Oil Company, the Anglo-Mexican 
Petroleum Company, the British Pe- 
troleum Company and the Shell 
Transport and Trading Company. Of 
the other petrol companies the most 
important are the Burmah. Lobitos, 
Mexican Eagle (whose products are 
marketed by the Anglo-Mexican,) 
Royal Dutch and Anglo-Persian. Big 
profits have been made by these 

panies. The Shell paid 35 per 
— before the war and it has kept 
this up since, besides raising its 
capital from $20,006,000 in 1913 to 
some $65000,000 last year. The 
Burmah made 50 per cent plus four 
shares for every five in 1919 though 
even in 1913 it re ered 27% per 
cent. Forty-five per cent was the

CAPITAL ENORMOUS. 

The same rate of profit was made 
by the Royal Dutch, but this was 
3 per cent less than before the war.

“The country—much of which 
has never been photographed, even 
by the snapshot of the tourist—is 
unbelievably beautiful. 

“The South Sea Islanders’ legends 
are the extravagant stories of chil- 
dren. I have sat for hours listen- 
ing to them from the chiefs.

“Protect long-leat pine seedlings,” 
says the Department of Agriculture.

| Building Here Eats Up Huge Cargoes 


of Scores of Schooners; Dry Law 


Helps to Keep Prices Up. 


With more than 100 gigantic lum- 
ber schooners dumping their enor- 
mous loads of fir and redwood on 
wharves which have for weeks been 
clogged with similar shipments, Los 


[Angeles Harbor is now by far the 
largest and most important lumber 


market on the Pacific Coast and 
perhaps the greatest in the United 
States. 
Where some years ago between 
5,000,000 and 6,000,000 feet of lum- 


+ | ber were received here each year, 


the volume of business fas increased 


until now it is running in excess of 
$0,000,000 feet per month, and it is 
conservatively estimated that dur- 
ing the present year more than 
1,000,000,000 feet of lumber will 
have been delivered at the harbor 
wharves by boat. Such a quantity of 
building material is worth, at pres- 
ent prices, $40,000,000. 

The great strides which have 
been made here in all branches of 
building since the close of the war 
are said to be responsible for the 
present activity in lumber shipping 
via Los Angeles Harbor. With more 
than $5,000,000 in building permits 
issued in September and more than 
$4,000,000 worth recorded in the 
first three weeks of October, Los 
Angeles is believed to be the second 
city in the United States, from the 
standpoint of building activity. 

Houses are now being erected at 
the rate of 1500 per month, with an 
average of nearly 1000 per month 
the whole year through, and such a 
saturng@lia of construction naturally 
calls for immense quantities of 
building material so the lumber ship-

MORE WORK OR LESS PAY. 

“One of two things,“ he opined. 
“Higher prices for lumber, or a 
readjustment of wages, and greater 
efficiency in the lumber camps.”

“While money is flush and easy 
we can’t get a dav's work for $5 a 
day,“ sdid one lumberman, “but if 
the bread lines begin working over- 
time I have a notion they'll work.” 

In connection with the shipment 
of lumber to points in the South- 
west by rail, several lumber com- 
pany Officials state that Los Angeles 
Harbor is losing $500,000 a year be- 
cause of the peculiar freight rates 
existing at present.

“I estimate that nearly a quarter 
of a million persons passed over 
the Mill Creek road in the six 
months of the season this year,” he 
said. “A total of 19,011 machines 
by actual count passed through the 
control from May 1 to November 1. 
This would mean at least 100,000 
people who were over the road and 
into Bear Valley or the upper moun- 
tains... Stages are included in this 
count and the average may be low. 

BIG CROWD. 

“With 100,000 passing through 
the Mill Creek control it is safe to 
say that another 100,000 went into 
Mill Creek and Mountain Home can- 
yons and to Forest Home and other 
resorts in that section. Then in all 
probability during the season 30, 
000 or more visited Santa Ana Can- 
yon, for it remains a popular place.”

DRAINAGE WANTED. 

‘Tf it is possible, provide for plenty 
of water and good drainage. Re- 
member that washing may be of 
almost daily occurrence during the 
rainy season. Many garage owners 
prefer to have the water placed just 
outside the garage, belicving this 
saves general untidiness inside the 
building. There is much to recom- 
mend this. On the other hand, if 
the floor is properly sloped and ade- 
quate drain provided for, there will 
not be a great deal of trouble with 
water in the garage. 

“It is well to give careful thought 
to the drainage. which must 
adequate to carry away. all oil 
drippings. The floor of the garage 
should slope to the drain generally 
located in the center of the floor. 
Sometimes it is possible to connect 
the garage drain with the trunk 
sewer, though this is not always al- 
lowed by the local regulations. On 
the other hand what is known as a 
French drain simply a barrel lined 
with rubber and sunk in the ground 
beneath a trap, will be found ade- 
quate for most garages. 

THOSE LIGHTS. 

“The next item for serious con- 
sideration is lighting. If there ie 
any place where light is essential 
it is in a Saracze. An inexpensive, 
but satisfactory arrangement, is a 
center drop light with a doublo 
socket to accommodate an extension 
cord. This provides for general 
lighting as well as a trouble light, 
which —may de wherever 
needed. 

“Before building your it 
is a good idea to look — and 
take note of some of the best, sug- 
gests Mr. Baker. There are 
hundreds of well-arranged garages 
near by which had built into them 
many features which you can dupli* 
cate or, perhaps, improve upon to 
fit into your own ideas.”

“California motorists would do well 
to adopt the prevalent eastern cus- 
tom of switching their headlights to 
‘dim’ when meeting another car at 
night. That has become an unwrit- 
ten law of the road in the East, and 


‘tie a statute better observed than 


many of those which stand on the 
law books,“ declares Andrew Bald- 
win of the J. V. Baldwin Motor Com- 
pany, Saxon distributors for South- 
ern California. 

“It is true that most cars today 
carry dimming devices of one sort 
or another, but it is likewise true 
that these devices are not altogether 
satisfactory, nor is the headlight law 
very strfctly observed. No matter 
show good a dimming device may be, 
wait till you meet a car at the crest 
of a hill for example, and you will 


get the full force of the undimmed 
rays in a fashion that will blind 
you temporarily. 

“Moreover, as you reach to turn 
your switch to dim, you will slacken 
the speed of your car and so will the 
other fellow. That likewise gives 
an added factor of safety to night 
driving. 

In connection with this subject 
of night driving, the new Saxon car- 
ries equipment that is a decided 
safety factor.

Answer: Yes, the horns of moose, 
elk and deer are shed every year. 
during the months of February .and 
March. A new set immediately 
starts, remaining in the velvet for 
about twelve weeks. During this in- 
terim they are steadily growing and 
have attained full size. Ossification 
then commences, which extends over 
a period of four week. From the 
start of the growth until final ossify- 
ing of the antlers requires a period 
of about sixteen weeks. Horns are 
frequently found, but seldom in pairs, 

as days freqentlv intervene between 
he dropping of the first and second 
horns. The animal is continuously 
moving or traveling. Horns are usu- 
ally rubbed off against trees. rocks or 
some other dense sustance.

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RAIN growers of California, in creating 
a million dollar corporation for estab- 
lishing country elevators and warehouses 
and for taking over the new 2,000,000- 
bushel tidewater termina] elevator at Oak- 
land, have launched upon an enterprise 
that is bursting with potentialities. e 
project, whatever of benefit or harm it 
may hold for the farmers, is tremendously 
significant in that it crystalizes into action 
the discontent of the agricultural producer 
over present methods of distribution and 
marketing of his product by outside agen- 
cies. It is at once a protest against the 
exactions of the middleman and a definite 
attempt to correct conditions under which 
the farmer is getting the worst of a bad 
bargain. More than anything else it is a 
warning to those who have been unjustly 
exploiting. the farmer to change their 
methods and tactics and give the producer 
a fair shake. What the grain men are at- 
tempting may be tried by growers (t other 
kinds of crops and by live stock men un- 
less the farmer gets a squarer deal than he 
has been getting. 

A square deal from the distributors and 
marketers of his products is all the av- 
erage thinking farmer really wants. He 
has no desire to go into the distributing, 
wholesale, storage and retail businesses, 
He has a bigger job than has been cut out 
for any other class of men merely in taking 
care of the production end. It isn’t any 
too certain either that he can make an un- 

* qualified success out of the activities out- 
side of and beyond production. There is a 
growing army Of farmers, however, who ob- 
ject to laboring on year after year and 
1— to exploitation without doing 
something about it. They work hard and 
spend hard-earned money producing crops 
and then, unlike the merchant who offers 
his wares at his own price, are compelied 
to take whatever the middleman sees fit to 
bid for their products. They see the buy- 
' ers of these products turning them over 
immediately to the retailer at profits equal 
to or in excess of those they realized on 
months of labor and a heavy investment. 
They see the retailer turn around and un- 
mercifully gotge the consumer. Then, 
irony of ironies, they find that, on top of 
it all, they are being blamed by the public 
for the high cost of living. Is it any won- 
der that organization is the rallying cry of 
agricultural producers everywhere and that 
so many of them are being driven to 
thoughts of domination of distributing and 
marketing activities. 

The farmer isn’t going to be the goat 
public misconception and condemna 
much longer. 

He is tired of being called a profiteer be- 
cause others are profiteering on his prod- 
ucts. He is of a frame of mind to be ready 
‘for almost any experiment that seems to 
offer a solution of his problems. the biggest 
of which is to make his business pay a re- 
turn commensurate with the outgo en- 
forced upon him by conditions in every 
other line of business and industry. 

And right here is the cue for the rest of 
the business and industrial world to take a 
fairer attitude toward the men whd wring 
a livelihood from the soil. Given fair treat- 
ment, the farmer will be willing to stick to 
his vital work of food production, leaving 
the middlemen a legitimate field for their 
activities. He is willing to meet both mid- 
dieman and public half way. Denied a 
fair return for his labor and investment, 
to the sole end that others may profit ex- 
orbitantly on his he seems on a 
fair way to starting an aggressive cam-

paign of economic conquest that may shake | 


the business structure of the country and 
the full consequences of which either to 
himself or others it would be impossible 
to foretell. 


“Said the Governor—” 
HAT the Governor of North Carolina 
said to the Governor of South Caro- 

lina in the days before the national drouth 
is exceeded in significance to agricultural 


producers, at least, by what Gov. T. W. 
Bickett of North Carolina, recently said in 
a letter to John Wanamaker: 

“Tf I were the Czar of North Carolina, 
instead of the Governor,” the southern ex- 
ecutive wrote. “I would issue an edict that 
any man foand inporting into this State 
any beef, pork, meal or flour, grain or hay, 
or cotton should be forthwith hanged with- 
out trial by jury or benefit of clergy. This 
would be a constructive rather than a de- 
structive remedy.” 

This is admittedly putting it pretty 
strong, but the Governor only vehement- 
ly expressing what was his mind. We 
need a lot of the same spirit here in Call- 
fofnia. Producers of lemons, of beans, of 
pork, of cotton, and many other commodi- 
ties are suffering from the evils of promis- 
cuous exploitation on the part of importers 
who are more interested in profits than in 
the prosperity of their State. Oriental 
beans, which cost 3 cents to deliver at the 
San Francisco docks, are being distributed 
about the State. We seem to get almost 
all of our bacon, and a large part of our 
pork from farms beyond the Rockies, when 
in California hogs on the hoof are going 
begging. We are apt to buy raisins and 
olives from Spain instead of our own. We 
ship Imperial Valley cotton East to be 
made into fabric to be shipped to Los An- 
geles, while the price of cotton grown at 
our doors is falling. : 

A little distribution of the spirit of the 
Governor of North Carolina in the present 
agricultural crisis might serve to build up 
industries which would place California in 
the front rank of exporting States.

VER since California became a State 
E. attempts have been made from time 

to time to produce silk within her 
borders. Until recently these attempts 
have resulted in failure, so far as the de- 
velopment of a permanent and profitable 
industry is concerned, although many of 
them have proved conclusively that the 


finest grade of silk can be produced here. 


A careful investigation, recently made, 
of the causes which ‘contributed to the 
early failures has shown them to have in- 
cluded the death of the most energetic and 
capable grower who undertook the busi- 


ness, lack of transportation facilities, in- 


sufficient capital, and such other conditions 
as in no way reflect upon the possiuvlities 
of the successful development of the in-

issued in 1918, by the National City Bank 
of New York, in which our importations of 
raw silk were shown to have increased 
from about $20,000,000, in 1897 to $189,000,- 
000 in 1917. In the year 1919 our impor- 
tations had grown to $327,000,000. 

The production of raw silk is a compara- 
tively simple operation. The mulberry 
trees, on which the silk worm feeds, are 
hardy and very free from pests. They 
grow best away from the humidity of the 
coast. Lands situated along the foothills 
of the Sierras have been proved to be well 
suited for the purpose, but a dusty region 


.} should be avoided as the silk worm does 


not thrive well when fed on dusty leaves. 
Very moist land is unsuitable, as it pro- 
duces a poor quality of silk. 
Irrigation, as it is known in general 
riculture, is unnecessary, but it is desir- 
able to water the young trees to insure a 
good start. The rooted cuttings are plant- 
ed in rows. The rows should be eight 
feet apart and the trees should be four to

five feet apart in the row. The trees are 
pruned so that the trunk will be only about 
three feet high in order that the branches 
may be easily cut during the feeding sea- 
son. Recent estimates show it costs be- 
tween $50 and $70 to plant an acre, in- 
cluding the stock. 

| RAISING THE WORMS. 

There are thousands of acres of low- 
priced lends in alifornia now used for 
cattle ranges which are probably well 
suited to the mulberry tree. 

The silk worm is a hardy little fellow, 
who performs his part of the wonderful 
work with speed and perfect reliability. 
„The egss are kept in cold storage until 
needed. An ounce of eggs contains 40,000 
worms. The eggs are taken from the cold 
storage and warmed until they hatch. The 
worms are then about one-tenth of an inch 
long and they immediately begin to feed 
on the mulberry leaves. They eat con- 
tinuously for three days. Then they sleep 
for one day at the end of which time the 
shell opens and a worm half an inch long 
comes out and begins to feed. This 
process is repeated three times, when the 
final silk worm, about three inches long, 
It has a voracious appetite. The 
worms must not be disturbed during the 
sleeping period. 

When the silk worm has finished its 
last feeding it begins to spin and finally 
surrounds itself with the cocoon,. which 
contains 1000 yards of pure silk. If the 
cocoons are to be used for silk the worm 
inside should be killed by the application 
of heat. If they are to be used for breed- 
ing purposes they are left undisturbed for 
seven days, when the worms cut their way 
out of the cocoon and appear as moths. 
They eannot fiy, however. They mate for 
about seven hours, when the male usually 
dies. About twenty minutes later the fe- 
male lays 300 eggs and then also dies. 

An ounce of eggs produces 40,000 worms, 
which in their cycle of life (twenty-eight 
to forty-two days) will eat 2060 pounds of 
leaves. Allowing a yield of eight to ten 
pounds of leaves from a mulberry tree, an 
acre of mulberry will feed from eight to 
ten ounces of eggs and an ounce of eggs 
will develope approximately 125 pounds of 
cocoons. 

For many years it has been supposed 
that this country could not compete in the 
silk industry with foreign countries, be- 
cause of the cost of labor. It has now de- 
veloped that with labor as high as $5 per 
day and figuring the selling price of raw 
silk at $5 per pound, which is a conserva- 
tive figure, there remains a good margin 
of profit for the California silk producer, 
The profits are derived from the sale of 
the raw silk and of cocoons and eggs, as 
well as several valuable by-products. In 
1919 Italy imported for her silk factories 
2,420,000 pounds of cocoons. 

INDUSTRY IS. STARTED. 

Silk culture in many countries of Fu- 
rope is carried on solely by families on 
their small farms and is not a separate in- 
dustry. Fer this reason, there are thou- 
sands of foreign-born citizens in the popu- 
lation of the United States who, having 
been brought up in this work, are already 
trained and highly skilled. There is little 
or no hard work connected with silk rais- 
ing, but on the contrary, it is interesting 
oe well suited to American 

in 1917 the California Development 
Board was receiving so many inquiries 
concerning silk culture that it determined 
to make a thorough investigation to deter 
mine for once and all whether or not it 
could be profitably carried on in this State, 

The assistance of a well-known citizen, | 
a graduate of the University of California, 
was enlisted for the investigation. This 
gentleman is said to have been reluctant 
to undertake the work on account of hav- 
ing a preconceived opinion that his report 
would be unfavorable. After going into 
the subject from every angle, he was 
forced to the conclusion that the idea was 
not only practical, but that a great indus- 
try could be developed which would fur 
nish congenial employment to thousands 
of women as well as men and keep millions 
of American money in this country which 
heretofore has been sent abroad. 

The investigator incorporated a com- 
pany (the Seriterre Silkland Company of 
San Francisco.) which purchased 800 acred

The tenth annual convention of the Cali- 
fornia Association of Nurserymen, held in 
Fresno November 11 to 13, was memorable 
for (1) the recognition of the fact that or- 
namental horticulture in California is des- 
tined to possess an annuai vaiue in the pro- 
duction of ornamental plants on a par with 
her pomology; (2) the fact that the asso- 
clation took steps to secure adequate trans- 
portation regulations to foster and promote 
the production of ornamental plants for 
eastern markets heretofore supplied by 
Hurope; (3) the endorsement of bud selec- 
tion from record bearing fruit trees from 
which will be grown the quality orchard 
trees of the future; and (4) the decision 
to hold the next convention in Pasadena, in

connection with meetings of the Pasadena 
Horticultural Society and the Avocado As- 
sociation. 

But few realize that for some years Call- 
fornia has been a producer of ornamental 
plants, seeds and bulbs for export. The 
chief development has been in seed produc- 
tion, followed by bulbous plants and orna- 
mentals. This division of the nursery in- 
dustry is to undergo a rapid development 
in the immediate future. The economic 
changes in Europe, coupled with the Fed- 
eral quarantine, forbidding the importation 
of nursery products along commercial lines, 
has stimulated the growing of flowering 
and ornamental foliaged plants beyond the 
dreams of avarice. As a result, large capi- 
tal has found expression in the growing of 
palms and roses, ferns and other green- 
house stuff for the eastern markets. Indi. 
vidual plants in this line of activity repre- 
sent investments all the way from a few 
thousand to a quarter of a million dollars: 
these have already become sufficiently es- 
tablished so that shipments in carload lots 
have been a feature from Southern Califor- 
nia for the past few years. In this respect 
the nurserymen assembled in Fresno were 
keenly alive to their opportunities, and are 
demanding transportation facilities and 
classifications that will enable this new in- 
dustry to thrive and expand, so that, event- 
ually we shall supply much that has hereto- 
fore been imported from European countries. 

No one thing has commanded wider at- 
tention nor met with better support from 
fruit growers, packers and shippers than 
bud selection and one entire session of the 
convention was devoted to its discussion. 
Ex-Senator Chandler said that in his opin- 
ion the selected bud is of an inestimable 
value. Going from orchard fruit to raisins, 
Wylie M. Griffin, president of the Associa- 
ted Raisin Company, said that with a pres- 
ent production of 200,000 tons in this State 
there is no overproduction, due to co-opera- 
tive handling. He prophesied that in ten 
years California would produce and market 
400,000 tons. Mr. Kay Belew, field superin- 
tendent of Libby, McNeil & Libby, ex- 
plained to the nurserymen what the can- 


California Nurserymeén'’s Bud Selection As- 
sociation, told of tts organization and de- 
velopment. He said that during the past 
summer the association had maintained a 
working phalanx constantly in the field ex- 
amining, tagging and getting production 
records on the various fruits as they ripen. 
“In 1921,” he said, “it is our aim to have a 
force of competent men in the field to fur- 
nish practically every bud used by our 
membership; these buds to be taken from 
the very best trees as shown by the records 
secured during the summer of 1920.” 

In order to function properly and secure 
maximum service and efficiency, the con- 
vention went on record for providing an an- 
nual budget and sufficient revenue to carry 
it out. The plan adopted was that mem- 
bers pay in annually a sum based on $1 for 
each $1000 worth of gross business done for 
each year, the agreement covering a period 
of five years. This will insure sufficient 
capital to enable the association to foster, 
promote and protect the nursery industry 
all along the line. ?

While it is talk 
detafl the various conclusions reached by 
the investigators (technical data which can 
be secured by writing the Department of 
Agriculture, Bureau of Soils, Washington, 
D.C.) it can be stated in general terms that 
the vertical distance by which water can 
be lifted by capillarity is very limited, not 
exceeding three or four feet in most solls. 
It was also found that where soil is in di- 
rect contact with a bedy of free water it 
will take up the latter with remarkable 
rapidity until the soil has become thor- 
oughly saturated. In the case of decom- 
posed granite soi] capillarity was capable 
of “pumping” sufficient water to cover an 
area several inches deep in the space of a 
few days. 

It was found that while water will move 
with marked rapidity from a body of free 
water to dry sofl the movement from wet 
soil to dry soil is very gradual. This phase 
of the experiment indicated that a layer of 
soi] of the right sort when properly mois- 
tened quite effectively retards the water 
lost into dry soll immediately adjoining. In 
the case of the fiumes, that were pointed 
downward as described above, it was found 
that the water traveled through them more 
rapidly than through those placed horizon- 
tally or pointing upward at varioug-angles. 
In after a few days the water dripped 
from the lower end of the downward point- 
ing flumes, so that they acted as “capillary 
siphons.” It is pointed out by the in' 2stl- 
gators that this phenomenon. especially 
concerns irrigators who have canals located 
along the side of a hill or slope. If condl- 
tions are right it is entirely possible for the 
water to be siphoned over the side of the 
canal after which capillarity and gravity 
will work together to “steal” the water, 
with the result that considerably less water 
will reach the intended goal and a plot of 
ground, perhaps some distance away, will

WIND AND BUGS WIPE 
OUT EARLY LETTUCE! 


BRAWLEY.—With Imperial Valley's let- 
tuce shipping season less than a month 
away, the lettuce situation presents many 
hazy and uncertain angles. No contracts 
have been signed between the distributors 
and the growers; no accurate tabulation of 
the acreage planted has been made, and 
shippers and growers alike are taking big 
chances on the future. : 

There will be no Imperial Valley ice 
lettuce on the tables of the fashionable ho- 
tels in New York and Chicago Christmas 
Day this year. Any hopes that the growers 
may have had of beatirg every previous 
record in early shipping went glimmering 
when wind and an unidentified insect 
wrecked the early lettuce crop. 

Growers in the vicinity of Westmoreland 
have made valiant efforts to be in shape to 
ship the first carload of lettuce out of the 
valley by December 15. This lettuce would 
have brought an enormov; price in Chicago 
and New York for Christmas. 

However, all of those growers have re. 
planted, and with the lettuce planted at the 
regular time coming on nicely, the outlook 
now is for a quality crop which will equa! 
in quantity any crop of past years. First 
heavy shipments will probably start Janu- 
ary 1 é 

There are more white growers in the let- 
tuce industry in the Imperial Valley than 
are engaged in growing any other vege- 
table, with the possible exeéption of the 
watermelon, which is quite largely in white 
hands.

BEST IN HISTORY OF THE EVENT. 


HOENIX (Ariz.)—The exhibits at the 
Prarizons State Fair, November 8 to 13, 

were better than ever before, especial, 
ly in the agricultural lines. 

The live-stock show was declared by Su- 
perintendent Ben L. Ridge to be an excep- 
tionally good one, and this opinion was re- 
peated by G. E. Gordon of Los Angeles, 
who judged the cattle. There was not a 
wide show of breeds, but the animals 
shown generally were of high lineage. The 
display was the more extraordinary in view 
of the stagnation ‘that has struck the 
southwestern cattle industry, and the turn- 
ing of the pastures of the Salt River Valley 
over to cotton growing.

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STUDY THE FIELD TO GET BEST 
RESULTS IN TRACTOR PLOWING. 


BY MARVIN 


3 PLOWING constitutes the chief use 

of tractors in California, it is neces- 
—2 a study be made of plowing 

with t power, in order to get the 
most — results with these ma- 
chines. Any farmer who has used both 
horses and tractors in plowing knows that 
there is a vast difference in the work done 
when then machine is used instead of a 
team of horses or mules. In some ways, 
there is a great advantage and satisfaction 
in using the machine, but tractor plowing 
has its drawbacks, if the tractor owner 
does not understand how best to use his 
steel steed. If he plows with the tractor in 
the same way he plows with his horses, he 
will find that there are left unplowed 
strips at the ends of the field. In order to 
prevent this, it is essential that care be 
taken to have the “headland” of the same 
width clear around the field; to have the 
distances m asured exactly when starting 
new lands, and to have the first furrows 
as nearly straight as possible. A little ex- 
tra time taken in measuring off the neces- 
sary distances, and setting plenty of stakes 
for guidance will nearly always be more 
than returned in a saving of time at the 


If the tractor pulls three or more plows, 
cutting a total width of three or more 
feet, some effort should be made to have 
the width of the headlands an exact multi-

two stakes for each land are sure to be 
straight with the fences at the sides of 
the field. It is best to set down the num- 
bers used at one end of the field, so that 
they may not be forgotten. If the field is 
level, it is easy, then, to sight between the 
stakes, with the help of another man, and 
to place a third or a fourth stake in the 
center, so that they will Belp in guiding 
the tractor. If the -field is rough, the 
buggy wheel will again have to be resorted 


TWO PLOWING METHODS. 


There are primarily two methods of 
tractor plowing. In one method, the field 
is laid off in lands which are plowed out 
in straight furrows, and the plows are 
raised at the ends, headlands being left for 
turning, and these headlands plowed out 
after the straight ploWing is finished. In 
the other method the whole field is plowed 
out by driving round and round without 
taking the plows out of the ground at all, 
but a few feet while turning the 


far the most common in Southern Califor- 
nia. On hillsides, however, the “round-and- 
round” method often used, or a modifica-

the last — across the field will exactly 
cut out the land, or finish it to the fence. 
This will do away with the necessity of 
making an extra trip across the field, prob- 
ably over the plowed ground, to turn a 
narrow strip which has deen left un- 
plowed. 

When plowing metheds used in 
which the plow is left in the ground con- 
tinuously, the outfit is started in the center 
of the field. For the first three or four 
rounds, the plows are lifted at the ends of 
the furrows, and then they are left in the 
ground when the turns are made. The out- 
fit is then run around the field until the 
entire area is covered, and if the field has 
been measured correctly, before the tractor 
started, the last round will plow the land 
next to the fence on all sides. 

PAYS TO START RIGHT. 

It pays to start tractor plowing right. A 
little time spent in making accurate mark- 
ings may save a lot of time and a bad job. 
Often the work of marking off a field can 
be done at odd times prior to plowing, 
and when possible, this should be done. 
But late rains have put the ground in ex- 
cellent condition for plowing, and this 
work should be done as soon as possible. 
Most farmers consider that pacing off 
lands is accurate enough for plowing, even 
with the tractor. But a measuring frame 
made of light strips of wood in the form 
of a letter A, with the lower points the ex- 
act width of the strip turned by the gang 
plow, or some multiple of this width, will 
be found more desirable and accurate, as 
lands laid off with such a frame finish up 
evenly, making it unnecessary to plow out 
extra furrows. 7 

Some farmers measure off fields by 
means of a buggy wheel, and ofttimes this 
method will be found to be satisfactory, 
especially in the case of large fields. When 
this method is used, a rag is tied on the 
wheel so that the farmer can count the 
number of revolutions. The wagon is 
driven across the field once before mark- 
ing, in order to learn the number of revo- 
lutiong the wheel makes in going a certain 
number of rods, and when the marking is 
started, the stakes are set according to the 
number of revolutions required. After set- 
ting the stakes at one end of the field, they

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the hill is followed, is practiced. In this 
contour plowing, it will be found most prac- 
ticable to turn at the end of each furrow 
and parallel the first furrow. 

The chief disadvantages of the first system 
of straight plowing after the lands are laid 
out are that it requires a considerable 
amount of idie travel for the tractor at the 
ends of the lands, and also results in he for- 
mation of a number of “dead” furrows. Of 
course, in regions like the Sacramento Val- 
ley and some parts of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, where drainage is desirable, these fur- 
rows have their uses. But in most parts of 
the State, and in Arizona, there are no prac- 
ticable uses for the dead furrow. 

A method used by a Van Nuys farmer in 
plowing his lands reduces the number of 
dead furrows. This plan consists in plow- 
ing out every other land by “back furrow- 
ing,” and then plowing round and round 
each intermediate land to a dead furrow. 
In other words, every odd land will be 
plowed round by turning to the right, 
throwing. the soil to the center, while every 
even land, second, fourth, sixth, etc., is 
plowed out by driving round it,, turning to 
the left, throwing the dirt towards the sides 
of the land, and finishing it in the center, 


leaving a dead furrow. When this plan is 
followed, the first and third lands, of course, 


will be finished before the second is started, 
and the fifth land would be finished before 
land No. 4 would be started, etc. A field in 
which there are only three lands will have 
but one dead furrow instead of two, which 
would be the result of plowing each land 
out by back furrowing, while a field laid off 
in five lands will have but two dead furrows, 
instead of four. 

The “round-and-round” method of plowing 
has the advantage of getting the work done 
faster and reducing idle travel to the least 
degree. The chief objection to this method 
is the quality of work done at the corners. 
If t plows are left in the ground all the 
way round the field, the work done at the 
corners will not be first class unless a wide 
curve is made, and the wide curve, of 
course, leaves more unplowed land at the 
corners. Most tractor plows in turning to 
the left will cut a wider strip than when run- 
ning straight, and this results in a cut and 
cover” job of plowing, so called. The plows 
will turn a wider than the share can 
cut.

TRACTOR PLOWING. 


(Continued from Page 6.) 


In plowing round and round the field to 


the left, throwing the soil towards the fence, | 


it is most desirable that thé curve should 
be made gradual at the corners, so as to 
avoid having to run the tractor off the land 
or into the plowed ground in ordér to make 
the turn without the furrow wheel of the 
plow leaving the furrow. To do this right, | 
it is advisable to plow out the corners first 
until a wide curve is made, then plow round 
and round in the usual way. Some farmers 
raise the plow out of the ground for a few 
feet at each corner while making a turn, 
making as short a quarter turn as possible 


while the plows are out of the ground. This 


avoids plowing around curves, and the idle 
travel by this plan is much less than when 
lands are plowed out. 


It is a good plan to plow differently every 
year, that is, to throw the soil towards the 
in 
wards the rough land, one year, and towards 
the “land” the next. This can easily be done 
by one of the two plowing methods men- 
tioned. In case the center of the fleld is 


plowed out in lands, the headlands and 


strips left on each side can be plowed out by 
driving around the field, either to the right 
or to the left, as wanted. When the plan of 
plowing round and round is followed, this 
can be alternated by starting at the fence 
and turning to the left one year, and begin- 
ning at the center and plowing round and 
round to the right the next year ano matter 
whether the plows are left in the ground all 
the time, or are raised at the corners. 

All this may be very technical and unin- 
teresting to those who do not do plowing, 
either with animals or tractor power, but is 
decidedly important to the man who wants 
to get the best possible job of plowing done 
in the least possible time, and with a mint 
mum of cost. Of course tractor plowing 
may cost a trifle more than horse plowing, 


chine than with horses or mules, while the 
plowing is generally deeper because of the 
greater power available. Plowing can be 
prosecuted for twenty-four hours a day if 
necessary, in order to conserve moisture, 
whieh is all important at this time.

NSIDER now the nature of the truly lovely but 
lowly geranium! A hedge of this praiseworthy 
plant used to burgeon and bloom at will, close to the 
9 south window of my study. It has recently been cut 
‘back to a height of four or fivesinches of dead ooking 
stalks and has had no irrigation whatever, except when 
the heavens on a recent occasion opened and poured 
down one brisk but brief shower.

When 
arriving at rehearsal he usually dropped 
something on the floor as a _ preliminary 
move, and in stooping to regain it never 
remembered to set his ‘cello down first, so 
that if he knocked oven fewer than three 
music stands he had done a poor job. But 
his apologies were ever profuse and sincere. 
It annoyed Herr Bierlich excessively to 
have another player read off the same music 
with him, although this was not always 
avoidable in symphony work. Moreover, 
his familiarity with music in general was 
so extensive that the playing of his parts 
was robbed of all the stimulus of novelty. 
As he was also getting along in years he 
found it at times almost impossible to keep 
awake during performances. Particularly 
at night, In the theater, would he nod, wak- 
ing up with a start to resume his playing, 
and sometimes not resuming it on quite 
the right beat.

There is no hard«nd-fast line, on on? 
side of which we place the shrubs that are 
wholly woody, and on the other side of 
which belong those that are partly herbace- 
ous; yet, as a rule, we may say the latter 
are of lesser stature. These form a very 
important part of the chaparral cover and 
* were they wanting, the land of the Elfin- 
Forest would wear a very different aspect, 
indeed. Besides the green of their foliage, 
they furnish floral color of bright and va- 
tious hue which becomes a lure that irre- 
sistibly leads us out on to the Chaparral 
Trail. 

These “lesser: be are of vast im- 
portance for the service they render as 
part of the forest cover. They often oc 
cupy areas that none of the larger shrubs 
seems willing to take; they have exten- 
sive root systems that hold the soil in

place, retard erosion, and break up the 
rock formation. beneath; they shade the 


ground and prevent an enormous amount 
of evaporation; and through their foliage

This contribu- 
tion goes on year after year, silently, un- 
heralded, and largely 
nevertheless a gift of Nature to the chil- 
dren of earth beside which all the min- 
eral wealth annually taken from the 
bowels of the hills wen into eb 
cance! 


— Are Among the Most 
Important Chaparral Shrubs. 


O GROUP of these lesser ones of the 
chaparral shrubs is of more impor- 
tance than the so-called “sages.” They 
are not only found from one end of the 


unnoticed—but 
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simulating balls or buttons. Those of the 
black sage are small, and are either white 
or pale lilac. They usually have tittle 
claim on our attention 
Sometimes, however, the spikes are so full 
ot bloom as to make quite a showing. The 
plant is an early bloomer, frequently com- 
ing along in February or March. 

botanist calls it Ramona stachycides. 

Button sage (R. nivea) is the beauty of 
the Ramona sisters. Hearing numerous 
booms, each from half an inch to an inch in 
length, in May and June she paints square 
leagues of the mountainside in lilac and 
lavender-purple, and gladdens the borders 
of the trails for mile after mile with the 
same pleasing hue. She is a great friend 
of the bees, and distils tons upon tons of 
the finest nectar that finds its way to Cali 
fornia markets via the beehive. The honey 
may not be quite as clear as that from the 
white sage, but it is minus the “sagey” 
taste which sometimes tinges the latter 
product. 

The kingdom of the button sage lies 
north and west of the San Fernando Val- 
ley. Just why it should be so plentiful in 
Santa Barbara and Ventura counties, ad-

often overwhelmingly abundant over leagues 
There are several 
of them, and when you try to learn to 
know them, it may bother you for some 
little time to tell “t‘other from which.“ 
But if you tackle the business resolutely, 
and pin them down one at a time, and keep 
it pinned down, in the end you will have 
them all successfully corralled. begin 
with, it is well to remember that the 
botanists have broken up the old genus, 


Salvia, to which the true sages belong, and 


have been lopping off species from all sides 
ot it which they have organized into new 
‘genera. Only two Southern California 
species are now left as true sages, and 
both of these are herbs. But there are 
several chaparral shrubs which are called 
to be 
called sages to the end of time. And for 
most persons they meet the conditions— 
really set the fashion, as it were—of what 
u sage ought to be. The botanists call 
them ramonas. 

For rankness of odor, the ramonas 
easily outclass all their chaparral asso- 
ciates. Indeed, there are only two or three 
other California plants of any description 
that can outdistance them in this respect. 
Some of them are worse than others, but 
any one of them is bad enough. But they 
have redeeming qualities which bring 


down the other side of the balance with 


something to spare—as,.will be shown 
further along. They are apt to grow in 
masses, and often border the trall and 
hang over it where every passer-by 
brushes against them, bruising the leaves 
and stems, and carrying away on his 
clothing a generous supply of the unde- 
sirable ‘perfume. On a hot summer day 
the odor from these thickets of sage is al- 
most unendurable. 

Three of these chaparral Ramonas are 
especially plentiful: “Black Sage,” or Bell 
Sage at it is frequently called; White 
Bell Sage,“ or “Button Sage” as the forest 
runger knows it; and “White Sage“ The

B white sage is the latest o. the three 
to bloom, coming along as the button 
sage begins to fade. The stalks are tall 
and graceful, and the white flowers strik- 
ing and unique. When you first meet her, 
you feel that you must have an introduc- 
tion at once, and without delay vou pro- 
ceed to lay loving hands upon her. But 
one caress is enough, for with the first 
touch you arose an exceedingly strong 
and pungent odor. And henceforth you are 
content to admire her from a distance. 
All these chaparral sages have woody 
bases from which they annually send up 
shoots which bear the foliage and flowers. 
Late in the season the seed-whoris and 
foliage are dry and very inflammable; for 
which reason the sages are no particular 
friends of the rangers and fire guards. 
Hummingbird sage (R. grandiflora) is an- 
other Ramona of the chaparral. As its spe: 
cific name indicates, it is the big-flowered 
one of the group. It is somewhat solitary 
in its habits, has coarse leaves, and bears 
large red flowers, It would be almost 
stretching the fact to call this plant a 
shrub, as the few inches of the perennial 
base above the ground contain very little

wood. The plant is not quite so rank- 


scented as the other Ramonas, yet it is the 
least attractive of the lot. 

There is another one of the Ramonas, 
the incana, which makes its home on the 
desert and along the borders thereof. But 
it scarcely enters into the composition of 
chaparral, and is only here mentioned

because it is so often noticed by those who 
visit the desert or its bordering rim. It 
has sky-blue flowers that are thrust up out 
dense whoris of red or wine-colored 
bracts, the whorls often being so crowded 
as to form a sort of spike. The combina- 
tion of colors is so striking that it never 
fails to attract attention. Its blooming 
time in the Mojave Desert is May and 
June. 

The Ramonas have a cousin by the name 
of “Woolly Blue Curis” that has their man- 
ner of growth: Its botanical name is 
Trichostema lanatum. While its coquettish 
mien and general makeup warrant the fan- 
tastic appellation by which it is usually 
called, ‘I confess to a preference for the 
name by which the Spanish-Californiars 
know it, Romero.“ That there is a dash 
of sentiment connected with this name is 
perhaps the reason, “Romero” is the 
Spanish for “Rosemary,” and it is quite a 
compliment to the California shrub that it 
should be considered worthy in fragrance 
and dress to receive the name of the Old 
World prime favorite. Although it is close- 
ly allied to the Ramonas, its pleasing frag- 
rance is decided contrast with the frag- 
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gressive smell of its loudly-odoriferous 
cousins. It is a late summer bloomer and 
does not come into its own until the sages 
are on the wane. Then its numerous spikes 
of violet-woolly flowers, from which project 
the extremely long, curving stamens, shoot 
up here and there wherever the more tree- 
like chaparral is of open formation. 


“Pitcher Sage or Wood Balm One 
of the Most Fragrant of Plants. 


HERE is another shrub of the Elfin- 
Forest belonging to the Mint Family, 
and therefore cousin to the Ramonas. Its 
sagelike stems and leaves have earned for 
it the name of “sage,” to which “pitcher” 
has been prefixed, on account of its large 
open-mouthed, deep-cupped flowers. It is 
Sphacele calycina, the only one of its genus 
in the Elfin-Forest. Although it is general- 
ly known as “pitcher sage,” yet some per- 
sons prefer to call it “wood balm,” a name 
which has come to it through the rather 
agreeable odor with which it is very liber- 
ally endowed. Brush against it as you pass 
along the trail, and you will carry, away 
with you a minty scent. Carry a spray of 
it in your pocket for a few hours, and your 
coat will be haunted with its memory for 
many days. On the otcasftm of my first 
discovery of this interesting’ mint, I broke 
off some of the flowering shoots, wrapped 
them carefully in a paper cone, and stuck 
them stem-end down into my hunting-coat 
pocket—intending to photograph them 
when I got back to camp. But on account 
of getting in late, the flowers were forgot- 
ten. My coat. was folded and used for a 
pillow that night. Although the crushed 
and crumpled flowers were thrown away 
the next day, their fragrance still remained 
in the coat when I returned home about a 
week later, and my wife was kept busy for 
“quite a spell” trying to ‘locate the brand 
of nee new perfumery. 
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I rather like the mathematical precision 
with which the flowers and leaves of the 
pitcher-cage are arfra the former 
paired and in the axils of the opposite 
leaves. But I should like the flowers bet- 
ter, if they were either a pure white, or 
else had enough pink in them as to leave 
no doubt as to what color they really 
wanted to be. In the higher mountains of 
the inner Coast Ranges they usually do 
have more color, sometimes being, a posi-. 
tive pink-lavender. 

Even more plentiful than the sages is 
the “wild buckwheat” (Eriogonum fascicula- 
tum.) There are several species of Erio- 
gonum, a number of which are often re 
ferred to as “wild buckwheat,” but the fas- 
ciculatum would seem to be deserving of 
the name for itself alone, both from its ap- 
pearance and its prominence as  bee- 
pasture. Its shrubby base is very low, but 
the herbaceous shoots often rise to three 
or four feet. It bears a multitude of flowers 
of the same general shape and appearance 
as those of cultivated buckwheat. Time 
and time again, when on the trail where 
it. led through solid fields of wild buck- 
wheat, I have been reminded how like the 
scene was in appearance to the fields of 
“tame” buckwheat which once grew on my 
father’s farm in the Middle West. Perhaps 
one reason why wild buckwheat is so plen- 
tiful is because there is so much ground on 
which no other plant is willing to ve. 
while it does not seem to be at all particular 
in the matter, but cheerfully homesteads 
any vacant place not yet taken up. 


Deer Weed is Interesting as It i 0 
Cross Between Shrub and Herb. — 


CLOSE competitor of the wild buck- 
wheat in the matter of “squatting”. 

any otherwise unoccupied land is the “deer 
weed” (Ansisolotus glaber,) also called 
“wild broom.” In appearance, it is a mini- 
ature edition of the cultivated broom, al- 
though its flowers are not of so pure a yel- 


low. One of the most interesting things ~ 


about this plant is that it occupies a posi- 


tion about as near midway between a shrub 


and an herb as it is possible to find. It is 
classed as a perennial and has a woody 
base; but its whole top is quite herbaceous, 
and its life-period is only two or three 
years. When not cut down by frost, it 
blooms pretty much the whole year through, 
even struggling along through the droughty 
summer and fall months, although the 
blossoms at that time are not more than 


half their normal size. On rocky hillsides 


and gravelly flats it may be scarcely more 
thah ten or a dozen inches in height, while 
in rich soll its herbaceous wands may grow 
to almost as many feet, falling over and 
becoming almost vinelike in extension and 
appearance. 

The deer weed seems to be on the watch 
for the first winter rains and soon sends 
up its new shoots when the longed-for mois- 


ture comes. As the tender shoots rise, they 


are covered with flower-buds, between

LOWLY but surely the medical fra- 
ternity is being forced to recognize 
the ‘mportance of rational diet, that 
students of the Care of the Body 
have been teaching and preaching for halt 
a century. Thus, the Medical Record says: 
“Views as to the value of the various 
foods from the nutritive standpoint have 
changed greatly within the past ten or 
twenty years. The vitamin content oi food 
must not be greatly impaired or nutrition 
will not only be unsatisfactory, but beyond 
a certain point pathological conditions will 
be produced. Meat has been shown to be 


im many respects, and especially so far as 
Vitamins are concerned, inferior to other 
foods which not long ago used to be re 


garded with thinly veiled contempt. The 
Pulses, either fresh or germinating, have 
been elevated to a high position among 
the food products and are as economical as 
they are nutritious,” 

Again, here is an article from the Practi- 
tioner (London:) | 

“That man lives by what he digests and 
not by what he eats is an oft-repeated 


 truism,: which is daily neglected both in 


the practice of the peop‘e and the advice of 
the physician. The reason is probablx. to 
be found in the fact that the picture which 
it conjures up is not sufficiently detailed to 
strike the imagination and hold the atten- 
tion. The body contains, or is capable ol 
producing, a certain amount of energy only. 
and if a large measure is dissipated in the 
wholly useless purpose of dealing with food 
which fs not required, then it follows that 
some of the other and more important func- 
tions must be inadequately performed. 
“The question, then, which naturally pre- 
sents itself is: Why should mankind evince 


duch a .universal tendency towards over- 


eating? In no other direction does nature 


herself seem to impel to excess; economy. 


even parsimony, is what she seems to die- 
tate. The answer seems to be that the im- 
pulsion is more apparent than real; that 
the call to surfeit is a provocation rather 


than an impulsion; that the unnatural appe- 


tite is due to unnatural conditions into 
which man long ago ignvrantly drifted, and 
out of which science has so far failed to 
lift him. ‘ 

“If we allow imagination to range back 
to the dietetic habits of primeval man, we 
shall not be slow to realize that there must 
have been a time when cooking was un- 
known to him; a time, therefore, in which 
he subsisted entirely on herbs, fruits and 
the raw flesh of small animals. When he 
discovered cookery, its gustatory alure- 
ments overbore him, and he ceased by de- 
grees to regard any food as fit for human 
consumption which had not been subjected 
to some sort of culinary process. It is, 
therefore, in the increased and thus un- 
natural palatability of cooked food that we 


‘must seek for part, at any rate, of the ex-. 


planation of habitual overeating. 

“But that does not comprise the whole 
solution. admittedly alters the 
composition of all foods, but it is not a 
legitimate assumption which supposes that 
the alteration is necessarily advantageous 
to the feeder. Roasting is known to drive 
off gases, and boiling to extract salts. It 
may, therefore, be that all cookery deprives 
the natural foods of some material which is 
essential to the human economy. If this 
could be shown to be the case, the practice 
of overeating would be further, if not al- 
together, explained. In her desire to ob- 
tain a sufficiency of these elusive essentials 
which have been seriously reduced by cook- 
ery, nature impels the feeder to go on eal- 
ing the cooked and impoverished foods un- 
til she is able to extract from the mass the 


measure of essentials necessary to her pur- 


poses. | 

“This proposition is not difficult of ac 
ceptance. If, for example, you eat a raw 
apple, you consume something which is 
alive and capable, potentially, at ‘any rate, 
of reproducing its kind. To cook that apple 
is to kill it. You deprive it of all its .- 
tality; and it is easy to suppose that, con- 
tained in the vitality thus destroyed, there 
are some elements which when passed into 
the human stomach are in some degreo val- 


“uable to the economy. Raw foods, natural 


foods, that is, do not provoxe to surfeit, 
they stop at satiety. They provoke, nay, 
they compel mastication, the relative ab- 
sence of which in our present table prac 
tices is rightly held responsible for much 
iii health, especially in the case of children. 
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“The advocates of natural foods have al- made up of a lot oi egotistical, overbearing, 


ways hitherto been regarded with smiling 
indulgence by the scientists. The clinical 
facts to which they were able to direct at- 
tentiog were brushed aside with ill-con- 
cealed impatience. Quite recently, how 
ever, science hits come to their rescue and 
has shown them, if not to he wholly right, 
then certainly to be on the right track. 


The discovery of vitamins, the so-called ‘ac- 


cessory substances,“ has provided the key 


arrogant specialists—experts—who force the 
familly doctors into cringing, apologetic syco- 
phants, and laymen into stupid, credulous 
asses.” 

“In these days of frenzied specialism, peo- 
ple really think that, when medical advice is 
needed, they should farm out the various or- 
gans of their bodies to specialists. If one 
to a dozen organs are deranged, there 
should be from one to a flozen specialists 


to much which, in our ignorance of them, 
was very difficult of explanation. In their 
admirably lucid articles Sir Kenneth Goad- 
by and Prof. Bayliss tell us all that is at 
Tresent positively known about these sub- 
tle and delusive substances; but it is evi- 
dent that we are only on the thréshold of 
a vast and rich geld which is shortly des- 
tined to be thoroughly tilled. It is now 
impossible to discuss any question of die- 
tetics without very special and intimate 
reference to the bearing of vitamins upon 
our hitherto accepted views. 

“It would, at this stage, be both impru- 
dent and presumptuous to hazard an opinion 
upon the nature and degree of the modifica- 
tions which the discovery of these sub- 
stances will ultimately affect, but it is evi- 
dent that cookery must already be consid- 
ered to be on itd defense to the charge ot 
seriously depleting the natural foods of 
elements which aré, to say the least, very 
desirable to the growth of children and the 
maintenance of the adult m his fullest ef- 


consulted. This certainly would necessitate 
a large expenditure, if many organs were 
deranged.

which a few green leaves try to peep forth;

When we admire the deer 
weed, it is the “ensemble” of bloom that 
we see, and which then reminds us of the 
flowering-broom of our gardens. Yet each 
little bloom of the hundreds and hundreds 
On some small bush is worthy of individual 
and minute attention, for it is as dainty a 
pea-biossom as you will find in the whole 
papilionaceous tribe. The plant derives its 
name of “deer weed" from the fact of its 
Serving as deer forage. It is said, how- 
ever, that the deer do not browse upon 
it wntil late in the season, when other 
forage which they prefer has grown scarce. 
As bee pasture the deer weed is counted 
valuable, because of its lasting nearly the 
whole year through. | 
With the exception of the sages, per- 
haps no class of the herbaceous-topped 
_shrubs is more striking than the bush, or 
tree lupines. In the minds of many persons, 
lupines are annuals; they come in the 
spring; they bloom, fruit, 
seeds, and disappear’ with the coming of 
autumn. That is the general idea, and of 
course there are many such lupines. But 
there are others, too; shrubs of such 
stature as to rank with other tree shrubs 
of the Elfin-wood. Among these is the 
large yellow lupine (Lupinus arboreus,) 
which commonly grows to the height of six 
or eight feet, and which has a bushy crown 
several feet in diameter. Its flowers are 
canary-colored, very fragrant, and the 
largest of all the lupines. While it is most 
likely to be met with.on the exposed sand 
mesas, yet I have run across it far within 
the Elfin-Forest.

NOTHER lupine which is @o decidedly 
shrubby as to locally go under the 
name of “bush lupine” is Lupinus albifrons. 
I have seen clumps of it near Monrovia 
seven or eight feet tall, spreading to the

- hundred foot-long spikes of purple-lavender 
flowérs! And all apparently from the same 
root! 

There are still other bush lupines of the 
Efin-Forest, some of them almost as 
shrubby as those above mentioned. 

, Here and there in the Elfin-Forest we find 
. shrubs of the Mallow Family. There are 
three or four species, and all have pinkish 
or light rose-purple flowers. They are all 
more or less covered with a canescent 
woolly pubescence that makes them deci- 
@edly noticeable among the darker chapar- 
fal by which they are surrounded. Their 
tall, wandlike branches are brittle and un- 
mistakably herblike. The shrubs keep on 
blooming until late in the fall, although the
